Woes fed liberally a good dairy cow 


can use half her feed for milk-pro- 

duction. When fed a _ three-fourths 
ration she can use only one-third of her 
feed for producing milk, and when fed a 
jalf-ration she needs ali her feed to maintain 
her body. A beef cow if fed a liberal ration 
will turn part of her surplus feed into 
beef.--Van Norman, 

Such in a few words is the history of milk- 
oroduction, and a great many of our Irish 
larmers, particularly in the winter period, 
make the serious mistake of failing to supply 
good dairy cows with enough feed “for the 
most economical production of milk and but- 
ter fat. The subsequent year’s production 1s 
zlso seriously diminished when the cow is al- 
lowed to approach calving-time in @ poor or 
unthrifty condition, Experiments by Wing 
and Forde and by Hill have shown that 
cows calving in spring, and which had been 
properly wintered, gave 42 per cent. more 
milk and 61 per cent. more butter-fat than 
the same cows when rather poorly wintered 
by their owner. 

The question arises—What is liberal treat- 
ment for a dairy cow? Most farmers do not 
to undertake the somewhat involved 
calculation necessary to answer this ques- 
tion satisfactorily by computing a proper 
maintenance and production ration. for a 
milking cow. Instead we rather adopt rule 
oi thumb methods that are usually wasteful 
when they are liberal.

ARING POULTRY 
FOR MARKET. 
METHODS OF KILLING. 


LL birds should be fasted for at least 
pgs Psa hours before killing. This 
is all- 

riot keep well otherwise. 

_Killing may take place either by disloca- 
tion of the neck or = bleeding. e first- 
named, because it is cleanly, speedy and 
painless, is the more satisfactory. It requires 
some practice to do it well, but it is quite 
simple, once properly understood. The im- 
portant points are the proper grasp of: the 
bird—the tips of the. wings and the legs 
should be held in the left hand, the head 
being held in the right hand, thé comb 
against the palm.“ Then the neck is stretched 
downwards over the right knee of the opera- 
tor and is brokéh by snddenly jerking it 
back, immediately behind the head. The 
skin should be left intact, and the bird held 
downwards to allow the blood to flow towards 
the head, where it gathers. 

The second method of killing, by bleeding, 
is usually only adopted when birds have to 


| be cold-stored. The bird is first stunned by 


a blow on the back of the head, and then 
hung up by the legs. “' Palating ” is then 
done by inserting a very sharp pen-knife as 
far as possible into the mouth and drawing it 
forward towards the beak, piercing the roof 
of the mouth into the brain. The bird should 
hang until all the blood has been drained into 
a vessel placed underneath. 

PLUCKING. 

Plucking should be done while the bird is 
warm, as thus the feathers can be removed 
more easily: it should be done as speedily 
as possible, while, at the same time, taking 
every care to avoid teyring the skin. Com- 
mencing with the nett and breast. the 
feathers should be drawn in the opposite 
direction to which they lie. The coarser 
feathers are left for Ins; the neck feathers 
are not removed from chickens or ducks, and, 
in addition to the neck feathers, when pluck- 
ing turkeys for market, a few of the flight 
feathers are left on each wing, besides the 
tail feathers and a thick tuft on the back, to 
prevent the skin getting barked. The skin 
of the birds should be as clean as possible, 
and any. small feathers or stubbs should be 
removed with the aid of a blunt knife. Hairs 
and down should be removed by singeing 
through a clear flame. 

SHAPINC. 

Those who do not possess a shaping board 
or trough, such as used by all large producers 
of table poultry, for pressing the birds into 
Shape, may greatly improve the shape of the 
birds by “ tying-down.”’ 

First see that the feet of the bird are 
clean; then take two nine-inch lengths. of 
white cord, and make a running noose at one 
end of each; slip this noose over the three 
large toes of each foot, and pull tight. Turn 
the bird on its breast and, folding up the 
legs, place the claws of each foot behind the 
wings and tie the cords tightly over. the back. 
Turn the bird on its back and pass a twelve- 
inch. length of cord through the bend of ‘each 
hock joint and under the breast bone. Pull 
the hocks as closely as possible together and 
fe under the end of the breast bone; finally 
tie the cord again behind the tail, and leave 
a loop for hanging. Fold back the wings be 
hind the shoulders. This method can be 
— for all fowls being marketed for 
table. 

GRADING AND PACKING. 

For successful marketing uniformity of pro 
duce is most desirabie; hence is the grading 
of birds strongly recommended. The varia. 
tion between birds in anv one case ought 
never to be more than half a pound. 

For first quality graded birds it is desir 
able that a wooden non-returnable case, large 
enough for one dozen birds, be used. The 
top should be fastened by nailing, and there 
should be some ventilation top and bottom. 
These cases should be marked with the 
—- of the sender and the riett weight per 

ird. 

Before packing prepare the box by lining 
it with fairly strong white parchment paper, 
which should extend over the sides and ends 
of the box in sufficient quantity to cover the 
birds when packed. Firm packing is most 
essential, and, to avoid shaking of the con 
tents and consequent injury to the’ birds 
through bruising, the case should always be 
quite full. 

The birds should be placed, breast up- 
wards, in rows; in the one-dozen case men- 
tioned there will be four rows of three birds 
across. The heads and necks should be 
tucked under the bodies, and the remaining 
paper folded neatly over them. 

It should be unnecessary to mention that 
birds should be quite cold before they are 
packed. 

An envelope or label with the address of 
the consignee and consignor should be placed 
inside the lid of the box, as well as the 
clearly written and well-secured tag on the 
outside. In addition, the outside of the case 
should contain the date of despatch, and 
should be marked “ Perishable’ or “Dead 
turkeys,’ or “ fowl,’ as the case may be. 
A .consigoment. form. should always be used. 
This ensures tliat the goods are sent at special 
rates, and the freightage is far less than 
when no consignment form accompanies them.

PASTURES. 


BENEFITS OF HARROWING. 
S INCE farmers began to think more 


about their grasslands, several imple- 

ments have been specially designed for 
the winter cultivation of pastures. There 
are now pitchpole harrows, Parmiter har- 
rows and other types, all intended for tear- 
ing out dead material from pastures and 
opening up the surface for fresh growth of 
herbage. Light harrows of the link-chain 
type, with uo tines, are useless for winter 
ly Their proper use is for 
spreading droppings in the summer. For 
winter work there is still much to be said 
for the ordinary arable harrow that every 
farmer has, provided that the tines, are really 
sharp and the harrow is .well-weighted and 
kept down to its work. This makes a heavy 
pull for the horses, and: three will be needed 
on an arable harrow if it is doing the job 
thoroughly.

Revolutions in Farming. 


It is important that farmers should clearly 
recognise that there are certain things the 
Government cannot do, and, in chief, that it 
cannot guarantee to the farmer even those 
minimal profits on his business without which 
he cannot continue to pursue it. Two rather 
different, but supplementary..views on the 
future of farming have come under our notice 
within the iast few days. An Ameriean 
writer, pointing out recent changes in the 
types of farmstead. and farm buildings, and 
the change, perhaps even more significant, 
in the American farmer himself, who has be- 
come more of a business man, -argues that 
this change, whether temporary or per- 
manent, is in fact. a revolution,. A Russian 
economist, Mr. G. A, Studensky, also. con- 
siders that farming has entered on a revolu- 
tionary epoch, due, in his opinion, to the 
discovery and exploitation of the combustion 
engine.- He foresees corporative: farming as 
the alternative to the small farm. On the 
family farm, he thinks, a considerable pro- 
portion of the gain accruing from the red», ed 
labour, and the improved results following 
on the use of tractors and-other- motor driven 
implements is lost. ° ? 

In this outlook there confronts the farmer 
a choice between: the “ corporation ” farm 
worked economically and the “home farm, of 
necessity worked wneconomically. If he 
choose the greater fréédom of the individual 
farm, he will gradually find himself’ «-:iven 
either to give in or to give up. So runs an 
argument which, though it does not cover all 
the facts, may contain an element of the 
truth. | 


Reliance on the State. 


Jt is not, however, ‘necessary to assume that 
the epoch of the company farm (or, as an 
ulterwatrve, if we throw all our reliance on 
the State, the. Gevernment farm) is as close 
to us as Mr. Studehsky imagines, to see that 
modern conditions in agriculture imply more 
fundamental remedies than tariffs to make 
farming what this country desires it to 
become—the most favourably placed of all in- 
dustries. . The conditions of life for a big 
proportion of the farmers in- the United 
States, Canada, Germany, France, Scotland, 
and England are depressing in the extreme. 
The only country- we know of,- indeed, that 
can. still be spoken of with undiminishing 
optimism is Denmark, which a student of 
agriculture, now on tour, informed us a few 
days ago he has just found to be: “a most 
inspiring country,” all, in -fact, that is 
claimed for it. 

Denmark owes its continued prosperity 
largely to ‘its educational system; ats highly 
organised co-operation. and=-born of both— 
its: courageous and adaptable spirit of en- 
terprise, not to tariffs. But its exceptional 
success stands out all the more startlingly 
against the background of depression in the 
countries we have named, most of which, 
whilst accepting tariffs as essential to their 
economic existence, have prcblems of critical, 
if not, indeed, of desperate, urgency to solve. 
Whether in some cases they are relying more 
on State aid than will prove to be ultimately 
wise, it is, perhaps, not possible to say. The 
immense experiment of the Federal Farm 
Board, backed as it is by five hundred mil- 
lion dollars, has not been long enough in 
operation for a definitive opinion to be pro- 
nounced upon it. If it succeeds, it will be 
through co-opera:ive education having reached 
the point at which State aid on so colossal 
a scale—as measured by European standards 
—can be safely and effectively applied. Only 
when individual skill and initiative conjointly 
worked in the interests of a whole product or 
of a large proportion of the producers. is in 
control of its market can State fosterage do 
much for the farmer. 


The F oe ae Own Attitude to 


Farming. 


The United States, being not one small and - 
very restricted State, but many States, self- 
contained, a world within itself, has possibili- 
ties under governmental domination. which 
searcely - exist anywhere else, and this 
experiment,. if.-a. success, will -not..neces-. 
sarily prove.a headline for any other country. 
The reason, then, why a blind reliance on 
the resources of any government will. not 
remove the principal causes. which. menace 
farming to-day is because these causes are 
not national and so not. within .the control 
of the single: State. The best authorities, 
whilst disagreeing as to some of these causes, 
agree on that. Let us consider a few -of them 
very briefly. Is the farmer . seridusly 
hampered by under-consumption’? - That “is 
an international condition. affecting all farm 
exports. “Is the real root of the depression 
scarcity of. gold? It is not within the power 
of our State to affect. that, and whether the 
United -States and: France—who hold most of 
the world’s gold—are likely to change their 

olicies in favour of other nations is more 
than doubtful. Is the emphasis given in the 
industrial policies of ~ civilisation to 
urbanisation or mechanisation. or. rationalisa- 
tion an element at the bottom. of agricultural 
depression. — National. legislation: here . and- 
there may modify: lightly, ,but will not 


Is the farmer's own drift away from 
the. farm at fault? The lure of the city. 
will not be countered by Acts of Parliament, 
but only by a new attitude on the farmer's 
part. In fact, we come back to the funda- 
mental truth that that attitude is what will. 

It may be an 
unpalatable truth to some; to others it will 
be both’ self-evident and hopeful.

NEED FOR BIGGER 


BUTTER: SUPPLIES. 


AA 


HY should Ireland not supply more 
Vf than 10 per cent. of Britain’s im- 
ported butter? No doubt, the actual 
output of butter in Ireland is increasing as 
a result of better milk yields in ‘our dairy 
herds, but there is also an increasing home 
demand. That may be one of the reasons 
why, even with organised marketing, Irish 
exports of this valuable dairy product, show 
no signs of increasing very substantially, We 
must, however, face the fact that. Denmark 
is responsible for 34 per gent. of Britain’s 
butter imports, New Zealand coming next 
with 20 per cent., Australia 12 per cent., and 
European countries, outside Denmark, 19 per 
cent, am nd 
‘Is it net possible for the dairy farmers of 
Ireland, North ‘and South, te increase their 
milk output, at least during the grazing sea- 
son? Thus they could provide the material 
for making more butter for the home and ex- 
port market. It might possibly be done by 
increasing the herd of every milk supplier by 
one cow. The stock-carrying capacity of the 
land. can be increased by. adopting the new 
system of grass land manuring and rotational 
grazing. 


More Summer Production. 


When I questioned Mr. James Gannon, 
Secretary apd General Manager of the Kille- 
shandra Co-Operative Agricultural and Dairy 
Society, Co. Cavan, on the matter, he re- 
marked :— : 

“I do not think it would pay the Irish 
farmer to continue producing butter at the 
prices which have been ruling. He could not 
afford to do it.--It- might help if he could 
produce more milk in summer when feeding 
is cheap; and-in this connection advantage 
might be taken of the new system of grass 
land manuritg, together with cow-testing, 

“ There is also wanted a system of long- 
term loans at ó or 4 per cent., the present 
rate of interest charged by the Agricultural 
Credit Corporation. being too high. If the 
money. were available such loans might well 
be given through co-operative societies. 
These bodies would know how much would 
be’ productive.”’ 

When asked to what. he attributed the 
difference between Danish and Irish butter, 
Mr. Gannon said—-‘‘ So long as Irish butter 
ig seasonal I do not think we can hope tw 
secure the same price as Denmark.’ 

Could the period of .butter-production not 
be extended by having cows in milk earlier 
and later in the season? I inquired. “ And 
could not the butter so produced be carried 
over in cold store for the scarce period of 
the year?” 

Mr. Gannon was doubtful about this, but 
thought that it was a point that might be 
considered, if at all feasible. 


Longer Grazing Season Wanted. 


So far as the law of supply and demand 
is concerned there is no reason why butter 
should be dearer in winter than in summer. 
As a matter of fact, in recent years winter 
prices have been as low as those ruling in 
summer. There has been nothing to induce 
farmers to adopt winter dairying, because 
the cost of production is then highest. The 
present gap in the season of production 
might perhaps be reduced by improving pas- 
tures and by rotational grazing. Otherwise, 
remarked a leading representative of the Irish 
creamery business, I do not think there will 
he any effort made to extend the existing 
period of production. 


Milk Yields Too Low. 


‘‘ Judging by the past there seems to be 
little hope that we will have winter dairy- 
ing to any great extent in the near future,” 
writes Mr. M. Lane, of the West Clare Co- 
operative Creameries, Ltd., Kilrush, “ Why 
it is that we cannot have winter dairying 
seems very strange, since our climate and 
soil is far more suitable than that of Den- 
mark, but I believe that the main reason 
is that the milk yield of our cows is not suffi- 
ciently high. The average Danish cow yields 
approximately 800 gallons in a lactation 
period, whilst the average Irish yield is ap- 
>roximately 460 gallons. 

“ By extending the calving season you ap- 
parently mean to have cows calving through 
the summer months. In other words, instead 
of a farmer having all his cows calved before 
the middle of April, which is the custom. 
he should leaye some go until May, June, 
July and ' August. That programme would 
10t pay, because cows calving in those months 
give less milk than either spring or winter 
ealvers. Again, their calves are not as pro- 
fitable as those of winter or spring calvers, 

‘The only solution of the problem. at the 
moment as far as I can see is to extend the 
grass season, by mandring and rotation graz- 
ing. This would mean having our dairying 
season a month longer. At present we go off 
the British market each year about October 
Slst, but with the extended grass season 
we would be on the British market until 
November 50th. That ‘would mean that we 
would be off the British market in December, 
January, February and. March, but that 
could be got over by cold storing our butter 
and extending the supply over these months. 
Irish Free State creamery butter should come 
out -of cold storage better than any butter 
exported to Great Britain. 


Need for Central Marketing. 


‘‘Before anything can be done to extend 
our export season the CT of our but- 
ter must be properly ‘controlled. All butter 
should ‘be marketed through a national mar- 
keting ‘board—otherwise there would be no 
control over the quantity exported each 
-matth, or-no proper. grading of. the butter 
kept for cold storage. Not alone is a market- 
ing board necessary to control the quaatities 
exported each week, or to grade the butter

_“* Re winter dairying, I agree that the quan- 
tity. of creamery. butter produced in Ireland is 
inadequate,’’ writes Mr. M. 0’ Brien; manager 
Greybridge Co-operative Creamery Ltd., Kil- 
mallock. ‘‘ The price of Irish creamery 
must remain at a low level compared with 
Danish until- supplies are available the year 
round, ' 

‘The difficulty is want of enterprising 
effort amongst the Irish farmers; also want 
of capital—The rate of interest 5£ per cent. 
charged by the Credit Corporation is too 
high and should not exceed 24 per cent. 
for’ agricultural requirements. 

“ Werkers producing dairy produce should 
receive better treatment from their country 
than is at present accorded.to them.” 


Are Too Many Cows Kept? 

‘The keeping of more cgws will hardly 
meet the -case, as it, is. a “well-known fact 
that every farmer keeps as many “cows as he 
can. In fact, the-tendency is to keep too 
many, which often results in the entire: herd 


being. badly housed and underfed. Farmers | 


after this season, owing to the bad Price 
obtained for Irish ‘butter, will be inclined to 
keep fewer cows and’ more dry stock, which 
are paying them better. . If the price of Irish 
butter came near’ the level of Danish it 
would. mean almost one penny per gallon 
more for milk to the farmer, and when the 
farmer saw that his herd was paying he 
would keep more cows without any advice. 

“The marketing of our butter is the thing 
to develop; not the increasing of our herds, 
as this would follow when the price of butter 
proved remunerative. At the moment Danish 
butter is bringing 140s. to 144s. per ewt.. 
while Irish’ is selling from 104s; to 112s. In 
face of this the Irish farmer is asked to keep 
more cows. Jf the marketing of Irish butter 
was on a sound basis, afd somewhere near 
Danish in price, the, Irish butter trade would 
develop: of: its own accord.’’—Manager of the 
Mullinavat Co-operative Agricultural and 
Dairy Society, Ltd. 


Why Denmark Scores—An Example 


to Follow. 


‘Your questions with reference to the out- 
put of Irish creameries are much easier to set 
than to effectively answer.. They, however, 
in themselves reply to the clamour of the 
thoughtless regarding the difference in price 
between Danish and Irish creamery butter, 
our seasonal trade Weing the real explanation. 
Your suggestion of the keeping of one cow 
more would, I believe, be a disastrous at- 
tempt at solution, and if - attempted 
would set back the desired achievement 
fur another generation. From what I can 
learn about Denmark, the harshness of its 
chmate and the poverty of its soil are at the 
foundation of its success, Tillage and inten- 
sive cultivation, with the production of large 
quantities of farmyard manure, are vital 
necessities. and the fatmsteatls are arranged 
for the conservation of this and adapted to 
economise in labour with a general design 
to effect high sanitation of the buildings, 

“The reverse is to be found in the farm- 
steads of the Irish dairy farmer, who depends 
on the national fertility of the soil and the 
mildness of the climate to pursue a less 
strenuous course of existence, a minimum of 
tillage being his aim, with the result that if 
he takes up an experiment for a season or 
two of the production of winter milk, he has 
to depend on concentrated foods from over- 
seas to do so, resulting in direct loss on 
the quantity of milk produced for the winter 
period. 

“To my mind, if we are to make the pro- 
duction of winter milk economical, we must 
take a leaf from the book of our rivals 
and adopt similar methods. Dairy farming 
is, in the main, cenfined to the small far- 
mer, whose labour is drawn from his own 
family, and his outlook is generally that of 
his better-off neighbour, whose easy life and 
broad acres are his envy, and until somethin 
can be done to get him out of this rut 
cannot. see any possibility of éffecting the 
ends which in the abstract you submit are 
desired. The difficulties are great. There is, 
first, his general education and outlook; next 
he is too poor to alter the buildings on his 
larm, or to extend them in a manner that 
would enable him to pursue. the. methods 
adopted by his rivals. 


Special Assistance. 


“My suggestion,” writes Mr. T. Lucey. 
Manager, Callan Co-operative - Agricultural 
and Dairy Society, Ltd., Co. Kilkenny, 
“would be that for a commencement the Go- 
vernment would afford special. assistance to 
dairy farmers whose valuations do not exceed 
£20, selecting three or four in each parish 
whom. they would assist by affording: free 
or cheap loans in remodelling their farmyards 
and arranging a rotation of tillage which 
would include the production of summer 
greens to keep up the milk yield during the 
dry and warm weather, with roots and corn 
for the winter, extending as well into an 
increaséd production’ of baéon and eggs, the 
main factor to be borne in mind being more 
home-grown feeding-stuffs, including potatoes, 
and making the farm self-supporting to a 
greater extent than at present. In this 
way I have no doubt that in time we would 
achieve a more prominent position for our 
butter in the. British .markets than. at_pre- 
sent, and I would wish to say that I have 
in mind at the moment a few instances where 
farmers owning three and four cows are 
achieving much better results than neighbours 
who keep six, and who, I have no doubt, 
it they were assisted, would be able to make 
further progress, From what I can learn 
about Denmark it would appear that national 
sentiment plays an important part in its 
success, the training of its high schools, 
while imparting technical knowledge, im- 
presses on the students the futility of any 
training if efficiency and thoroughness are 
ngs, HEAR as. the keystone of all patriotic 
virtues.

Some of the Cattle.

All the best heifers are retained, Mr. 
Wright being a strong believer in the method 
of maintaining the reputation of his herd 
for excellence. 

His successes in the showyard and the sale 
ring. prove that he has the right material, 
and that he will keep the shorthorn. flag fly- 
ing in that part of the country. 


The Sugar Beet Crop. 


Mr. Wright informed those who inspected 
his cup winning crop of sugar beet recently 
that ploughing took place in November, the 
land being turned to a depth of eight 
inches. It was grubbed three times with a 
heavy cultivator, and before the opening of the 
drills received the ordinary standard dressing 
of 4 cwts: super., 4 cwts. kuinit, and 15 
cwts. sulphate of ammonia per statute acre. 
Drilling started about the 5th April, and 
thinning on the 24th April. When the plants 
were established they received a dressing of 
nitrate of soda, and he kept the cultivator 
going through the crop. This did three 
drills at a time, 14 inches deep, and one horse 
was able for the work. A light dressing of 
farmyard manure was applied, and the result 
altogether was satisfactory. It was the only 
farm in the competition in which farmyard 
manure gave good results this season. The 
yield of the crop awarded the cup was 21 tons 
per statute acre, and the sugar content was 
19 á per cent.. When the crop is cleared, and 
the tops have had a few days to wilt, sheep 
are turned into the field, and do very well 
on them.

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ROFITABLE PIG-RAISING 


CLEARING OUT “:' WASTERS. - 
A GREAT point in favour of pigs’ is 


that. thev are the most prolific of all 
farm stock. But for the same reas in the 
percentage pf ‘‘ wasters’? must always _ be 
higher with them than with cattle or sheep. 
In almost every litter there will be certain 
pigs which. within a short time of birth. show 
inferiority. At the outset there may be 
some which will obviously never be any 
good, and, unless the litter be already a 
small one, it is best to destroy these at once. 
In a large litter’ pigs that are weakly at 
birth seldom get a chance; in a small one 
they may: possibly improve during the time 
they are on the sow, and since to leave them 
will do the sow good rather than harm, there 
is, under such conditions, no advantage. 1s 
destroying them.

ment to allow such a state of affairs to con- 
tinde. Their first care should be to see that 
iands were properly stocked. If this could 
be done many other matters would take care 
of themselves, or at any rate could await 
a proper solution. Leans cannot be got from 
the Credit .Corporation by small farmers un- 
less they get good security; in fact, security 
that would enable them to get a loan at the 
.ocal bank on terms as good as the Credit 
Corporation give. With the bigger farmers 
in this part of the country the keeping of 
cows is not favoured because of the labour 
involved and the difficulty. of getting labourers 
to work on Sundays. Many of this class of 
farmers prefer to buy young. cattle. to stock 
their lands. This leaves ‘calves’: dear’ and 
scarce, and. leaves far less money to the 
farmer than if he bred his oWn: calves. 
Again, some farmers feed new milk to calves, 
teeding, say, two calves on each cow, — It 
shouid be brought home clearly to these far- 
mers that the calves can be fed on skim- 
milk and meals, and some money made on 
butter as well. Very tittle has been done 
by the Department to .cnvince them on 
this point. 

““ Abortion in-cows is responsible for « big 
diminution jn the milk supply. I should say 
that in many districts it has been the cause 
of reducing. the milk supply by 20 per cent, 
Again, very little is “being dene -by the 
Department or by tiie farmers themselves to 
remedy this great scourge. 

“The price the creameries cin return to 
the farmer for milk is so small that there 
Is no encouragement to produce mote milk 
at the moment. The expenses at the cream- 
eries are 80 per cent, above pre-war, while 
butter is as cheap, if not cheaper, than in 
1813. « Then the cost of cartage to’ the 
creamery is In some cases a penny’ per gal- 
lon, This means that about 40 os pe 
the gross value of the milk goes to pay 
expenses. In amalgamating creameries and 
closing many I believe the 1.A.0.S. are going 
the wrong way about reducing expenses. I 
believe if the creameries were even nea-er 
to the farmers, and then to get. them to co- 
operate and cart their own milk, that better. 
results would be got. The Department has 
gone too far in the. way of inspection, and 
not far enough by way of instruction, For 
many years to come we need in all depart-. 
ments of farming instructors n- 
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When weaning time comes, however, it is 
desirable to consider again the question of 
eliminating all wasters. “Up to that time 
no great cost will have been involved, but 
after weaning the expenses of feeding soon 
mount up. “Tf at ‘the age of 8-10 weeks a 
pig shows no signs of being a good doer, 
there is little likelihood that it -will ever 
prove profitable. 

It 1s the bad doers that eat up the profits, 
and losses should be cut before they become 
serious. An eight-weeks pig should have a 
weight of 30lb., and. many at that age will 
scale better, ‘Tliose below 30lb. may be re- 
garded as *‘ wasters,’’ and if there are several 
such in the litter, there is something funda- 
mentally wrong with the breeding or general 
management. The sow or the. boar or the 
feeding may be at fauf. But if only one 
or two occur in a litter, then the circum- 
stance is probably nothing’ more than a 
natural one. 

In any case it is wisest to clear out the un- 
satisfactory animals, selling them for what 
they’ will fetch, for they are not worth keep- 
ing among better stock. They. will thrive 
take if they: have special attention, which the 
average farmer cannot afford to’ give. Such 
animals, it is true, may prove profitable for 
those who keep, but one or two pigs, kilhng 
them for home use, but they have no place as 
part of a larger establishment, 


Testing by Weight. 


Wasters can be detected easily enough 
by sight, but the only true test is the 
scales, to which the young animals should 
be subjected weekly. But it may be 
added that mo pig: should be discarded 
on the result of one weekly weighing, 
for very often a pig that does but poorly one 
week will. do very well at the next weigiting. 
The average should be taken monthly, and 
any pig falling several pounds below the stan« 
dard should go.

VIEWS OF DUBLIN 
SCHOOL AUTHORITIES. 
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By a SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT, 


HE freedom of modern youth, which 
has led in many cases to unre- 
strained licence, has been deplored time 
and again, and it has been alleged that 
the laxity of control and excessive pander- 
ing to the pleasures of the schoolboy and 
girl home on holidays are important 
causes of the trouble, 

The Christmas holidays are now at 
hand, and all over Ireland there are thou- 
sands of boys and girls home on their 
holidays. The holidays are short, and 
this results in even greater licence being 
given. 


HOLIDAY PAMPERING, 


I spoke to the heads of several colleges 
and convents in Dublin yesterday, and, 
ong and all, they condemned this holiday 
pampering of the young boy and gil. 

“I think that there can be no doubt 
about the fact that there is not sufficient 
restraint and regulation by parents of the 
amusements of their children,’’ was the 
comment of the Very Rev. Dr. E. Leen, 
the president of Blackrock College, Co. 
Dublin. 

“ Boys come back to us here after the 
holidays less physically fit than when they 
left, as a result of late hours and excessive 
indulgence in all sorts of amusements. 
There is altogether too much scope given 
to them for indulgence in everything, and 
once there is unlimited indulgence, there 
also is excess. 

‘It is all due.” Dr. Leen explained, 
‘to the lack of realisation of the end of 
recreation and amusement, and to the 
parents’ failure to gauge a true measure. 
Of course, we all have a somewhat 
similar trouble. Recreation and amuse- 
ments are intended as a support for the 
living of life, and not the end of all living, 

““Remember,” he added, “I am not 
launching a campaign against parents ; 
for when you asked for my opinion I 
agreed to give it with a few words of 
advice. I might tell you that in school 
life to-day an extraordinary amount of 
liberty is given to the boys, who get every 
reasonable gratification that helps to make 
life pleasant for them without excess. 
They are taught to make use of their 
freedom in a purposeful and reasonable 
manner, and to seek recreation in an 
intelligent way. This is a principle that 
could well be applied by parents during 
the holidays,” 

‘* Excessive amusement,’’ Dr, Leen de- 
elared in conclusion, ‘‘ blunts the brain, 
as well as the senses, of the boy.” 


POCKET MONEY. 


The system by means of which control 
was exercised over the weekly pocket 
money of the boys was spoken of by the 
Rev, Dr. T. J, Irwin, the Principal of

| Wesley College, Dublin. 


“A few of our boys are, undoubtedly, 
spoiled by their parents during the holi- 

ays, and this happens in most cases 
where the parents have got money. The 
only value they are taught to set on life,’’ 
declared Dr. Irwin, “is the false wisdom 
of getting pleasure for money. I some- 
times have trouble in convincing parents 
that they cannot develop the character 
of a boy without work; for, if he is to 
become a man, he must work and get a 
true value of money. People to-day want 
to make things too easy for boys.’

On The 
Trish Canals. 


THE LAST OF 
THE BARGEES, 


.

HE life of the bargee and his family, 

who live on their craft that frequent 

the waterways of England, has been 

pleasantly depicted by Mr. A, P, Herbert 
in his book, “ Water Gypsies.’’ : 

In Ireland the Grand Canal waterways 
extend through the fairest parts of the 
country, but, alas! there is no such 
pleasant barge life as in England, and the 
wife and children of the bargee do not 
sail with him and enjoy the health-giving 
beauties of the plains and valleys of this 
country. 


A DYING TYPE, 


1 visited one of the little canal harbours 
on the outskirts of the City of Dublin 
yesterday afternoon, and talked with 
bargees who are the last of a type that is 
fast dying out. Where ten and fifteen 
years ago there were hundreds of these 
men plying their trade the length and 
breadth of Ireland in their own craft, 
there are to-day but a scant two score. 

The development of road transport is 
slowly driving them out of existence; for 
the leisurely method of barge transport 
has sounded its own death knell. It was 
quite a usual sight before the war to see 
dozens of these black barges, each drawn 
by one or two horses, wending their way 
out of the city into the open country for 
destinations as far away as Limerick 
and Waterford. It would take them 
a week to do the journey that 
can be done to-day by motor lorry 
in half a day. Of course, the Grand Canal 
Company now have their own fleet of over 
sixty motor barges that can make the 
journey to Limerick in under two days, 
travelling, as they do, day and night. By 
reason of the economic running of this 
system of transport, the company is able 
to do a profitable trade. 


HORSE-DRAWN BARGES. 


The horse-drawn barge, of which there 
are about twenty-five left, is now, how- 
ever, so very slow that it plies only for 
short distances, the longest of which does 
not exceed twenty-five or thirty miles. The 
oargoes carried are coal, turf and timber. 
The family of the bargee in this country 
has never travelled with him, though there 
are living quarters on board every barge 
for its crew of two or three ; for they may 
sometimes be away from home as long as 
two or three weeks. 

The place of the horse-drawn barge, how- 
ever, is being taken by amateur sailor and 
motor yachtsmen who, in _ increasing 
numbers, are taking to touring through the 
canals of Ireland on their summer holi- 
days, There can be no more pleasant 
holiday for those who are able to appreciate 
it, and, contrary to general opinion, there 
are very fow locks on the pos system out- 
side of Dublin. There are, in fact, only 
nine locks between Dublin and Limerick;

At no time did she think she was 
parting with her money; she thought all had 
to do with her will. She knew she had 
£119,000 worth of property and other sources 
of income. She undoubtedly gave instructions 
for a will, which she signed immediately after 
her wedding. At that time she did not know 
that under the will her husband would not 
benefit by more than £20,000, but she knew it 
it now. She did not know the preperty was 
given away by her regardless of whether she 
married or not. It was never explaine@ to her 
that Mr. Michaels might be placed in a very 
difficult position; in fact, very little was ex- 
plained to her. The first her husband heard 
of the various transactions was when the bill 
of costs was furnished.

DROGHEDA, Wednesday. 
Through the action of the Drogheda 
Chamber of Commerce, the Louth and Meath 
Farmers’ Association has decided to apply to 
the Government to have their abattoir in 
Drogheda licensed for the slaughter of pigs. 

The absence of such facilities has been a 
handicap to pig breeders in the rural area 
around Drogheda, because shipping small pigs 
alive and having them killed in Liverpool has 
not been found an economic proposition. 

Porkers killed in Drogheda and shipped 
dead to Smithfield market are worth .6s. more 
a than if shipped alive and killed in Eng- 
and, 

Mr. Frank Knowles, a Drogheda exporter, 
told the Chamber of Commerce that if the 
Louth and Meath Farmers’ Association 
premises in Dyer street, Drogheda, were 
licensed he was quite prepared to carry on 
the industry. He had been killing cattle and 
lambs all the year with success, but the lamb 
trade now was over and he had had to dis- 
continue the shipping of sides of beef, as the 
English buyers insisted on sides being 
branded with the national mark or other 
Government brand to guarantee quality, and 
the Free State Government had no facilities 
for marking beef with such a brand at the 
present time.

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UNEMPLOYMENT 
BENEFITS. 


THE REDUCTION IN THE 
CONTRIBUTIONS. 


On the second reading of the Unemploy- 
nent Insurance Bill, = 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister tor Industry 
and Commerce, explained that its main pro- 
vision was to reduce the joint contribution 
of employers and employés without reducing 
the benefits. This was rendered possible by 
the fact that, although the fund was not 
out of debt, the contribution income exceeded 
the amount yearly paid out by £360,000, and, 
as from the Ist January next, by £300,000; 
and, in order to give industry the benefit, 
{hey proposed to fund the debt and pay it 
off in from seven to nine years. 

Mr. O’FARRELL said that the bill con- 
stituted a grave injustice to every unemployed 
man who had paid contributions during the 
past few years. Some years ago the un- 
employment benefits had been worsened in 
the Free State. The Minister decided that no 
benefit was te be paid out except what was 
actually subscribed for, with the result that 
the workers had been paying for more than 
they had been getting. The fact was that 
a man might be paying in for eight -or ten 
years, ee g if in these abnormal times he 
was put out of employment, all he could 
draw was twenty-six weeks’ benefit. 

The funds that had accumulated from the 
joint contributions were now being confis- 
cated. It would have been better to try and 
raise the benefits to the same level as those 
paid in Northern Ireland and in Great 
Britain. 
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GOVERNMENT CONGRATULATED. 

Sir Jehn, KEANE said that this was 
the fruotification of a policy of placing in- 
surance on a sound basis and of avoiding 
the demoralising abuse of insurance, such as 
they had seen in other countries. This was 
not a class matter; it was a collective matter, 
and the employers and the State were en- 
titled to recognition as well as the employés. 
He congratulated the Government on the 
firm stand they had taken on the subject, 
‘ and the example they had shown was one 
that many other countries envied. 

Mr. FARREN said that ths reason the 
fund became insolvent was that, after 1918, 
hundreds of thousands of people were allowed 
on the fund who had no right to be on it. 
The fund had been made solvent at the 
expense of the employés. The Minister ought 
to follow the example aeross the water and 


give decent benefits. 

Mr. WILSON said that the agricultural 
labourer was not an insured person, and 
rightly so. Insured persons paid ninepence 
a week for unemployment insurance, and the 
agricuitural labourer got. a four-roomed cot- 
tage and an acre or half-acre of land fer 
ls. 2d. a week. That system should be 
extended. 

Mr. DOUGLAS said that he believed that 
a reduction in rates would be a great deal 
more welcome than an increase in benefits, 
and the other matters that had been raised 
were extraneous to the subject under dis- 
cuss'on. 

Mr. JOHNSON said that all the advan- 
tagees were in maintaining and extending 
- the system of unemployment insurance, so 
that the workers, whilst out of employment, 
would be kept in as good condition as 
possible in order to be fit te do work when 
it was offered. Instead of reducing con- 
tributions, as proposed, the Minister should 
hold this monéy until proposals were intro- 
duced extending unemployment benefits. 

Sir E. COEY BIGGER asked whether it 
would be possible to make arrangements to 
have benefits for a longer period than twenty- 
six weeks paid to those who lost employ- 
ment after paying contributiors for a number 
of years. 

NO DOLE COMING. 

Mr. MecGILLIGAN, in concluding the 
debate, said that it was not true to sav 
that benefits to unemployed persons had 
heen worsened. The reverse was the fact 
The situation of the unemployed workers had 
worsened to the extent that the Free State 
Ciovernment were not giving the ‘‘dole’’ in 
this country. They had done so for a short 
period—during a bad winter when men re- 
leased from the Army had been thrown on 
the unemployment market. Apart from that 
they had not given the “ dole” in this 
country, and they did not intend to do só... 

With regard to payment for twenty-six 
weeks, that was fundamental to the scheme, 
and to make any change now would mean 
definitely that the whole scheme would have 
to be revised. and would involve the piling 
up of a considerable amount more by way of 
contribution to the fund. 

As to the plea made by Sir E. Coey Bigger 
for those who paid into the fund for years, 
these were “ the good lives ” on which they 
had to lean to make the scheme workable. 

BUSINESS IMPROVING. — 

They preferred, said the Minister, to 
give this fillip to industry at this stage, 
when there appeared to be an upward lift 
in business.

RECENT ENGLISH COMPLAINTS. 

Referring to the complaints that had. been 
made about the condition of Free State eggs 
put on the English market, the Minister said 
that some English merchants were £6 a certain | 
extent to blame, because they ovérhéld the 
eggs themselves ; but they found that a certain 
limited number of exporters here, taking ad- 
vantage of the. good name which eggs from 
the Saorstat had won during the t two 
years on the other side and of the withdrawal 
of the inspectors from theeir premises to the 
ports, had done some harm. 

They were a very limited number. A great 
deal had been heard about their depredations, 
but very little of the operations of the vast 
majority—the conscientious traders who con- 
tinued to send out good eggs. He thought 
that, with the added strength this bill gave 


‘them the Department would be able to get 


effectively after the few traders complained 
of, and, in addition, they would exercise 
more drastically the powers of the original 
Act. 

PUBLICITY METHODS. 

As regards advertising, they had done a 
certain amount, through the Empire Marketing 
Board, through exhibitions, and with the co- 
operation of the big stores, like Harrod’s and 
Selfridge’s, and the multiple shops. Ii they 
could be sure of the quality of their products 


they could afford to spend more money on:

Multiple stores 
had bought Irish butter this year that 
never bought it before and their ex- 
perience had been very satisfactory 

The fact was, added the, Minister, . that 
Irish butter this year got a reputation in the 
English market that it never attained before, 
and he was assured by the biggest buyers in 
England that the Irish butter they handled 
was better than in any year since 1924. He 
had been told that they had no reason for 
any complaint about its standard.

Christmas Decorations. 


Most of us are familiar with the display 
of Christmas gifts and of Christmas 
decorations that gladdens the principal 
Dublin streets, but some of us may have 
missed the valiant efforts made by many 
of the tiny shops in the duller ‘back streets. 
The size of the shop does not matter so 
very much, but the nature of its stock may 
make decorating a difficult job. For 
instance, a shop whose window has 
nothing to display but large lumps of 
coal and small bundles of kindling sticks 
must find it more difficult to look pretty 
than a confectioner’s or a draper’s. These 
commodities are seasonable, but not 
attractive to observe, and the little shop 
off the quays that has tried to brighten 
them with sprays of holly and coloured 
crépe paper deserves great credit. A 
neighbouring shop had an even more 
difficult task; for it would be hard to find 
anything that lends itself less to festive 
decoration than an Exide wet battery. 
This window showed nothing else; yet a 
good deal had been accomplished by a 
clever manipulation of cotton wool and 
red berries, and the result was wonder- 
fully ‘‘ Christmassy.”’ 


Ireland’s Chirteen Wonders. 


_ Several centuries ago Ireland was boast- 
ing of its thirteen wonders, while the rest 
of the world was contented with seven. 
Nennius, a writer of the ninth century, 
describes some of these imaginary wonders 
of Ireland, amongst them being the 
petrifying qualities of Lough Neagh, 
which transmutes a holly branch into a 
razor hone. Loch Lein (Killarney) con- 
tains in its depths four circles. The first 
is a mine of tin; the second a mine of 
lead; the third a mine of iron, and the 
fourth a mine of copper.

Egg-Collecting. 


I was invited recently (writes a cor- 
respondent) to a seat in a lorry by a pair 
of friends in the egg trade, when they 
were setting out on an ig, EE ng expedi- 
tion along the Armagh shores oí Lough 
Neagh, and I joined them with some of a 
schoolboy’s enthusiasm, garnering as & 
result not a few mental pictures. Some 
of the. tiny by-roads were low and flooded, 
and I noted with respect the road sense 
which enabled our driver to distinguish 
between water that covered road and that 
which did not. In one or two places my 
collector had to trudge through deep mud 
and conclude his bargain with the vendors, 
standing up to his ankles in slush; and 
once, miles, it seemed, from everywhere 
we stuck and the engine struck, where- 
upon an apparently barren desert sprang 
up with strong-armed men, who drew us 
to securer surfaces. Legitimate egg- 
collecting has its thrills. Two things 
struck me about the peasants who sold 
their eggs—first, the care that they took 
to have the eggs spotlessly clean, even 
bringing them out in baskets lined with 
napery so white that it must have been 
especially washed for that purpose, and, 
secondly, the distrust that persists with 
them for anyone official. They could not 
believe that one would make the round for 
interest alone, and as I was strange to 
them, it was assumed that I was an 
inspector. My presence strangled the 
gossip that they began, and put an over- 
protesting tone into their account of their 
wares, though in one case the basket was 
hurriedly carried back into the house, and 
re-appeared rather less laden than before. 


Che Horse's Plight. 


I was passing through College Green the 
other day when I noticed a crowd of people 
gathered before Trinity College. There had 
been a drizzle all day and the streets were 
coated with mud. The object of interest 
was a horse that had fallen on the slippery 
wooden paving. The wretched animal was 
plunging and tossing in vain efforts to re- 
gain its feet, and, in spite of the aid of 
sand and 8, was quite a considerable 
time in this predicament. When it 
succeeded in rising, mad with fright, 
several men were needed to keep it from 
running amok and becoming a real menace 
to the pedestrian. The thought struck me 
that, in wet weather, some provision ought 
to be made for the protection of horses on 
slippery streets. A fine coating of grit at 
the turns—for it is usually here that such 
accidents occur—would greatly relieve the 
dangers of the modern road to horse-drawn 
vehicles. Such sights as I have mentioned 
are frequent.

If that is tHé crucial issue—and no doubt 
it is, both for South India and the home 
Churches—it is but right that we should all 
state plainly what our views are. We be- 
lieve that the great majority®of ministers and 
laity of the non-epi Churches reject 
entirely “the transmission of Holy ers 
through the epi te as necessary for a 
true ministry and Church of Christ,” They 
do not believe that anything is “ trans- 
mitted”? that makes a man other or holier 
than his fellow-Christians, whether he is or- 
dained by presbyters or bishop. _ They do 
not believe that ordination or consecration 
confers any grace, gift or spiritual power 
that was not in him before, They do, in- 
deed, hold that ordination by laying on of 
hands is a fitting and orderly introduction cf 
a man to office, a mode of appointment vener- 
able by its antiquity, and probably apostolic. 
They do not regard it as obligatory or so 
essential that a man (or woman) might not 
exercise a true and valid ministry of Christ 
without it. They highly esteem the ministry 
for the work’s sake, not because of any 
official sanctity. They do not regard the 
Church as so dependent on the official minis- 
try that it might not exist and function 
without a ministry—a contingency that con- 
ceivably may yet arrive in the evolution of 
human society. 

These being the views widely prevalent 
among us, it follows that non-episcopal 
Churches do not lay, as the Anglican Com- 
munion has laid, a “ powerful emphasis on 
continuity,’’ toquote Dr. Gregg’s own words, 
Continu:tv and apostolical succession they re- 

ard as historically unprovable and spiritu- 
ail valueless. It may be a legitimate ground for 
self-satisfaction when a man or an institution 
possesses an ancient and _ distinguished 
ancestry, but the world to-day judges men 
and institutions, not by their pedigree, but 
by their worth. 

Adverting to “ the question of reunion with 
the Protestant Churches at home,” we may 
agree with the Archbishop “ that the goal of 
reunion was not merely friendliness. It was 
a visible and external unity” ; but we doubt 
if he is justified in quoting the language of 
Christ’s prayer in John xvii., 11, in support 
of his position. Our Lord’s prayer appears 
to refer primarily and immediately to the 
situation of his disciples. It was a prayer 
for harmony among the disciples in order 
that their witness to God in a hostile world 
might not be impaired. Such harmony may, 
and ought to, exist among Christ’s disciples 
to-day, though grouped in different denomina- 
tions, and it is much more vitally important 
than external unity of ‘organisation.. In any 
case, while the non-episcopal Churches may 
agree that the goal of reunion is “‘ external 
unity,’ they cannot. agree to accept the 
doctrine that in the re-united Church “‘ men 
should receive their authority to minister 
from those who themselves received authority 
to transmit it.” If “ authority ” here means 
episcopally transmitted authority, they 
cannot yield to the claim that any such 
transmitting authority was ever given by 
Christ or the Apostles. The non-episcopa! 
Churches have no doubt whatever of the 
validity of their own ministries and their 
sacraments and their worship, or that they 
are true branches of the Church of Christ, and 
they do not — this validity as in any way 
impaired by the absence of any transmitted 
authority through episcopal succession. 

Finally, we may agree with Dr. Gregg 
“that the desire for reunion is not very 
widely shared by the rank and file of the 
various Churches, but is really a movement 
among the ministers.’’ Is it not also true 
that ministers themselves raise the most 
serious obstacles to reunion? The differences 
and disputes of the Protestant Churches do 
not originate with the rank and file; they 
are clerical. When the clergy compose their 
differences—when, to put it quite frankly, the

ENGINEER'S CLAIM FOR FEES. 
(BEFORE THE MASTER OF THE HIGH 
COURT.) 


An application was made on behalf of Mr.

FORGED SIGNATURE ON A 
BANK DRAFT.

HUSBAND AND WIFE SENTENCED. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 


Bartholomew McConville was indicted on a. 


charge of forgery and for having received 


and stolen a registered letter containing a 


bank draft for £2 addressed to Miss 
Josephine McEvoy, Heytesbury street, 
Dublin, in March last. He pleaded not 
guilty. : 

Mary McConville, his wife, who was in- 
dicted on Tuesday, pleaded guilty to forgery. 

Mr. E J. Kelly, K.C. (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor), appeared for the 
prosecution. 

Detective-Officer Wyer stated that when he 
challenged McConville in connection with the 
registered letter he said that he did not 
sign the receipt for the letter. When asked 
to write his signature he did so. He said 
he never received ‘or signed for a letter 
addressed to Miss McEvoy. 

Captain Quirke, handwriting expert, stated 
that he believed that the signature on the 
receipt was that of the accused man. 

McConville, in evidence, stated that the 
first he heard of the letter was in September. 
He asked his wife if she knew anything 
about it and she said “No.” His wife 
subsequently made a confession to him re- 
garding the registered letter. 

Mrs. McConville, the accused man’s wife, 
stated that she received the registered letter 
and signed the receipt for it, and also signed 
the name of Josephine McEvoy on the back 
of the bank draft, which was cashed. 

The jury found the husband guilty of 
forgery and stealing the registered letter, 
and he was sentenced to twelve months, with 
herd labour, on each count, the sentences 
to run soncurrently. 

The fan, in passing sentence, said that 
the accused man had told a tissue of false- 
hoods in the witmess-box and was trying to 
shield himself behind his wife. 

Mrs. McConville was .sentenred to six 
months’ imprisonment, Mr Justice O’ Byrne 
remarking that she had given false evidence 
i the hope of shielding her husband.

The French Post .Office. 


In Ireland the days are gone—save, 
perhaps, in .some rural districts—when 
post offic.s-served the public de haut en 
bas. At normal timcs, even in the busiest 
of city offices, there are no undue delays ; 
customers no longer are forced to wait 
until the young women. behind the counter 
have finished an exchange of confidences. 
The French post office; however, remains 
an unreformed institution, and for the 
Irish traveller—especially if he does not 
speak French—a visit to one of these 
establishments is an ordeal. There the 
purchase of a postage stamp demands 
patience and good temper. If he wishes to 
buy a stamp, to register a letter or to 
send a telegram, the customer must take 
his place in a long queue; and, if he re- 
quires a money order, the operation is 
twofold. Different queues are involved in 
the obtaining of the necessary form and in 
the despatch of the order. Often the 
customer’s trials are surveyed by a number 
of idle clerks, who seem to regard them 
with grim satisfaction. Now, however, the 
French public has found a champion in 


the Seine Department. This official says 
boldly that, when there is a long queue 
before one counter, some of the serving 
must be transferred to an unoccupied 
counter. He has decreed also that, when 
a customer demands service from a clerk 
who is filling: merely administrative forms, 
the forms, not the customer, must wait. 
“ If the new instructions are carried out,”’ 
says the Paris Correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph, “it will soon be as easy to 
transact business with the post office as 
with private concerns.’’ The “if,” un- 
fortunately, is substantial; for, by long 
tradition, the French Civil Service, which 
has many grievances, ‘visits its discontents 
upon the general public.

The Palace at Madrid. 


The news from Madrid that the Noval 
Palace is guarded closely by a double ring 
of loyal troops recalls that the building 
which is seldom open to the general public 
usually is guarded in a very indifferent 
manner. In normal times it is quite easy 
to walk into the courtyard of the Palace - 
for the sentry on duty rarely takes notice 
if the visitor looks at all respectable. In- 
side the Palace much greater notice appear:

than of a casual visitor. Roomy felt slippers 
are provided so that no damage may h. 
done to the polished parquet flooring, but 
otherwise little check is placed upon move- 
ment in the more We apartments once 
access is obtained.

A different story 
is told of the private apartments, which, 
however, never. are opened to visitors. The 
Queen of Spain, by the way, assures thi 
London Star to-night over the telephone 
that everything is absolutely quict and that 
everyone is safe, 


London Fog. , 


London was visited to-day by one of the 
worst fogs experienced this winter, but 
fortunately it was not of the kind that 
stops all- traffic. Here and there the 
streets were in pitch darkness, but in other 
places it was easy to move around. About 
mid-day the fog seemed to lift and remam 
overhead, with the result that the strects 
became as during night. with all the shops 
brightly lighted, the street signs 
illuminated, and traffic moving about 
freely. The Queen “was not prevented by 
the fog from leaving Buckingham Palace in 
her car, and from spending some time in 
the West End shops. The weather condi- 
tions must have been bad for the shop- 
keepers in the West End. Nearly all the 
shops were devoid of customers owing to 
the fact that fog prevailed in a number of 
the outlying suburbs, though in some 
quarters the conditions were those of a 
normal December day. At the Meteoro- 
logical Office of the Air Ministry it was 
said that the darkness over London was 
due to a pall of smoke held down by an 
inversion—that is, a layer of warmer air 
above holding down the colder air below 
and preventing it from rising. The only 


ditions were the officials of the gas and 
electric lighting companies. 


Foodstuffs. 


A report issued. tosay in connection 
with the Sale of Food and Drugs Act will 
surprise many people: for .it reveals that 
ginger wine containing twenty-four per 
cent. of proof spirit was among the two 
hundred and thirty samples of non- 
alcoholic wines analysed by the Ministry 
of Health. The analyst stated that the 
composition of these wines was satis- 
factory, but it is possible that consumers 
do not realise always the strength of some 
of them, so that if any children consumed 
a few glasses, thinking them to be non- 
alcoholic, the effect might be disconcert- 
ing. Two samples of Gorgonzola cheese 
were found to have an outer covering of 
plaster equivalent to ten per cent. of the 
cheese, and composed of twenty-one pcr 
cent. chalk and-seventy-nine per cent. 
barytes, coloured with oxide of iron. The 
number of samples of all commodities 
analysed in England and Wales last year 
was 155,584, exceeding the total for the 
previous year by 4,550. 


Lifeboats for Ireland. 


The Royal National Lifeboat Institution 
is building two motor lifeboats. They are 
a gift from Dr, G. Vernon Blunt, of 
Bitmingham, who died in 1898, leaving 
£6,000 to provide two lifeboats bearing the 
names of his Wife and sister, Since the 
estate was held in trust for the payment 
of certain annuities, it was not until last 
July that the whole of the legacy could be 
paid to the institution. With accumulated 
interest, it now amounts to over £8,300. 
The two lifeboats will be stationed in Ire 
land—the Laurana Sarah Blunt at 
Youghal, County Cork, and the Mary Ann 
Blunt at Clogher Head, County Louth 
They will be of the new light type. Hit. 
6in. by 8ft. 6in., weighing with all sea: 
only 63 tons. They can be launched from 
an open beach. Each has eight wate'- 
tight compartments and 115 air cases, !° 
driven by a 35 horse-power engine, giving 
a speed of 74 knots, and carries enoug) 
petrol to travel 116 miles at ful] speed 
without refuelling.

The, minutes of the meeting of the 
Library Committee, witness said, -were 
forwarded to the Department of Local 
Government and Publie Health, who 
replied that the County Council were 
bound to give effect to the recommendation 
of the Local Appointments Commissioners ; 
that “ no discretion is left to the local 
authority in this respect, and the selected 
nominee must be given the opportunity of 
taking up the duties. The Minister is 
also responsible under the Act to see that 
its provisions are fulfilled, and he has no 
option but to insist on the. appointment 
being forthwith made.” 


DECISION ADHERED TO. 


At a mecting on December Ist the 
Library Committee passed a resolution 
adhering. to their former decision not to 
appoint Miss Dunbar, as she was not 
sufhciently qualtfied in the Irish language 
to discharge the duties of the office 
eficiently in the County Mayo.

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NETWORK THAT WOULD COST 
ABOUT £1.000.000 A YEAR. -

Lees-Smith, to the deputation from the 

London Chamber of Commerce, which 
he received on Tuesday, to discuss the de- 
velopment of air mail services, was issued 
last. night. 

For the deputation,’ Lord Herbert Scott 
said that the Council of the Chamber had 
been much disturbed to find that in the 
matter of imitiating night flying transport 
services other countries had been first in the 
field. 

Colonel the Master of Sempill, another 
mem er, said that the Chamber believed that 
satisfactory progress would not be made until 
the Posi Office accepted financial responsi- 
bility for the provision of rapid air mail { 
services, 

Sir Robert McLean, who referred to “the 
low average speed” of air mail machines 
fiving to India, said that it was due to 
passengers as well as mails being carried. 
The Chamber believed that, if steps were 
taken to organise sections of the route to 
India for night flying in both directions. a 
three and a half days’ schedule to Calcutta 
would be possible. In that case, and pro- 
vided there was good ground organisation. 
with provision for night flying, Svdney could 
he reached in seven and a half davs and 
Wellington (New Zealand) in eight and a half 
davs, 

Sir Geoffrey Clarke urged the introduction 
of a quarter of an ounce as the unit of 
weight for air mail letters, with a reduction 
of the initial charge of 64d.

QUESTION OF TARIFFS.

The Joys 
Of Snipe. 
Shooting. 


A MORNING 
IN DECEMBER. 


-“ 


(By J. W. SEIGNE.) 


| T was one of those rare sunny mornings 

in December when the whole country- 
side sparkled with hoar frost. Much too 
fine a day to remain indoors, I thought, 
so I set off with my gun and Irish setter 
to try for snipe, 

Just near my place a tiny stream twists 
down from the hills through furzy fields, 
with springs and rushy patches—an ideal 
spot for snipe in frosty weather, when the 
birds leave the big bogs for the springs 
and streams around while -the ground is 
soft and there is plenty of feeding. 

I walked along the banks of the stream 
while the setter ranged the fields on each 
side in wide sweeps. Every now and then 
a snipe got up before me or the dog found 
one. In this way you can beat a big 
stretch of country with half the walking ; 
for there is no dog that can touch an 
Irish setter for untiring work and keen- 
ness, 


EASY TO MISS. 


It is curious how black the stream and 
how large and dark snipe look against a 
white background. It is curious, too, 
how easy it is to miss them, although 
they were lying well, and not darting 
away with half their usual speed. But 
snipe have an annoying habit of twisting 
behind a furge bush just at the critical 
moment, or getting up from where you 
least expect them, 

One bird rose with a tasping note of 
derision just as I was painfully negotiat- 
ing ‘one of those gaps closed with thorn 
bushes which are so beloved by hunting 
folk. This simple, but effective, method 
of dispensing with a gate must be as old 
as the hills. I have noticed it in many 
parts of China, and, indeed, the Chinese 
character signifying an obstacle is a gate 
with a bush stuck in the middle of it. 

Once the setter led me over to a brambly 
dyke, and then came to a dead “‘ set.”’ 
After beating about the briars for a few 
minutes, out flew a woodcock with a deal 
of noise and dipped behind the ditch in 
the twinkling of an eye. It was much too 
quick for me; for my shot went singing 
harmlessly into a thorn bush. Still I 
was well content with three and a-half 
couple of snipe and a very pleasant walk. 


SMALL BAGS, 


After all, it is these small bags, 
obtained by quietly pottering about with a 
dog like this, which often give the most 
pleasure. There is plenty of time to 
appreciate the country and to watch what 
is going on around you. 

This hungry morning numbers of black- 
birds, thrushes and fieldfares were busy 


over the crimson berries in the hedgerows. 


I was amused at the behaviour of a 
pugnacious missel thrush—the solitary 
occupant of a hawthorn bush which was 
a mass of berries. It attacked fiercely and 
drove off any other birds in search of a 
meal, but paid no attention to chaflinches 
or birds which do not eat berries. 

As I took the short cut homeward across 
the hill the sun clouded over, and it 
looked like turning to rain again. At any 
rate, I had extracted the best from the 
short winter’s day.

GOOD TRADE FOR TURKEYS 


(From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
MULLINGAR, Wednesday. 

In promoting a Christmas show of dead 
poultry, Mullingar Chamber of Commerce 
has given a lead to other important towns. 
Substantial prizes, provided by private sub- 
scriptions, were offered for competition in two 
dozen classes, which extended to home made 
bread, cakes and butter, as well as new laid 
eggs. This co-operation of town and country 
is a spirit which should be fostered, because 
in that way both will benefit. 

On this occasion the result was a total 
entry of 833, which comprised 621 fowl, 275 
dozen of eggs, 110lbs. of butter im 1b, rolls, 
13 cheese, and 235 cakes and bread. Every 
available foot of space on the floor and stage 
of the County Hall was filled, and when the 
doors were open to the public a great crowd 
of people thronged ‘in. 

PRIZE TURKEYS 2s. PER LB. 

Altogether the birds made a most impres- 
sive display, turkeys especially being well 
finished and up to standard demanded by 
consumers. The heaviest bird was a turkey 
cock, sealing 294lb., which won a first prize. 
A finer quality cockerel, weighing 23lb., also 
won a first prize.

The judges congratulated Miss Hogan, 
Poultry Instructvess, on the splendid manner 
in which the birds were turned out as a 
result of her teaching. They stated, how- 
ever, that, for purposes of judging, it would 
simplify matters if all birds were uniformiy 
dressed, 1 would also be an improvement if 
the poultry were cleanly plucked and properly 
choked,

EXCELLENT BREAD AND CAKES. 

Mr. Peter Lyons, Drogheda, a well-known 
judge of cakes and confectionery, was very 
well satisfied with the large entry of soda 
bread, and. described the winning lots as 
excellent. The general run of the exhibits, 
however; were not sufficiently creamy in 
colour to please lim. Brown bread made an 
unusually . large — for a provincia! 
show, the teXture and quality generally being 
good, while the first prize exhibit was out- 
standing, 

There was such a big ontrv of decorated 
cakes that the class had to he divided into 
two—one for iced and one for almond ‘paste 
only. In the fimt there were thirty-three 
entries, and some of the exhibits shotved as 
high degree of amateur skill. The almond 
paste cakés were. also a very creditable lot.

£17,990.’’ 

It remains for those interested in the 
organisation of these races to make an 
early response with guarantees in order to 
bring the fund up to the required amount.

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THE DEPRESSION 


_ The third Annual General Meeting of the 
gri — Credit - Corporation,  Lid., was 
held in offices of. the Corporation, 2 
} Merrion uare, Dublin, on ednesday, 
December 17, 1930, at 2.30 p.m. The directors 
present .were :—Messrs., J. P. Colbert (Chair- 
man), P. F. Baxter, Philip 0’Connell. Charles 
H. O'Conor, M. F. O’Hanion, J. M. Sweetman 
and P. FE. Walsh á 
The Secretary (Mr. P. F. Walsh) read the 
notice convening the meeting and the auditors' 
report. The directors’ report and the accounts 
were taken as read. á 

| The Chairman said—Gcntlemen. the ac- 
counts now in your hands are chiefly of in- 
terest as showing how the Corporation is de- 
veloping in the direction of earning profits, 
on which its success in other directions must 
ultimately depend. As you will see, the pre- 
sent accounts mark a very considerable finan- 
cial progress. The gross profit for the year is 
£46,960, which compares with £25,109 in the 
receding year, and £5,606 in the 1928 period. 
e net profit, before charging bond interest 
and taxation, is £32,870, gér TE with a 
net, profit of £12,261 in 1929 and a debit bal- 
ance of £1,043 in 1928. Thus, as compared 
with last year, our gross profit is almost 
doubled and our net profit almost trebled. 
~ Our expenses show an increase on the year 


‘crease is accounted for by certain. fluctuating 
charges. Actually, there has been no increase 
| in-our overhead expenses, although we have 
been dealing with a larger volume of busi- 
ness 


FULL “A” DIVIDEND PAID. 


Our net profit for the year is sufficient to 
cover the full statutory dividend of 5 per cent. 
en the “A”' capital, in addition to paying 
the interest of cur mortgage bonds. In re- 
spect of this year, for the first time the 
Minister for Finance has not been called upon 
for a penny under his guarantee of bond in- 
terest and dividends on the share capital, and 
the Corporation has provided for a total of 
over £25,000 which the State would have had 
to pay if the profits were insufficient. In ad- 
dition the Corporation will be paying approxt- 
mately £4,000 net in direct taxation, besides 
contributing very substantial amounts:to the 
national revenue in other ways. I am sure 
you will agree that it is a distinct achieve- 
ment, constituted as we are, to have reached 
this stage as early as the second complete 
year of our existence. ae? 
| From the figures before you it might appear 

that all but a relatively small proportion of 
our profits are passing outside the business. 
This is not the true position, however. 
Before arriving at the figure of profits, we 
have made substantial provisions against bad 
and doubtful debts and investments. The 
amount of these internal provisions is, of 
course, not disclosed in the accounts, but 
they are very much in excess of the £3,280, 
which we show as an appropriation to con- 
tingency account. 

Turning now to the balance sheet, you will 
note that the item preliminary expenses 
account has disappeared. the outstanding 
balance having been written off- out of last 
year’s profits. On the liabilities side, the 
paid-up capital figures. at £500,000, as against 
£375,000 last year. We now carry the full 
paid-up capital permitted by the Agircultural 
Credit Acts, the unpaid balance of £500,000 
being callable only in a winding up of the 
Corporation. I would remind shareholders 
that they are fully protected by Government 
guarantee in respect of. this reserve liability 
on the shares, as well as in respect of the 
actval amount paid up. -: i 

The statistics of our. lending operations 
are set out in the report. The amount of 
new loans issued during the year is rather 
less that last year’s: total. Last year, however, 
was abnormal in this respect, wing to a 
large carryover of loans sanctioned in 1928 
and held up owing to legal difficulties. We 
have not altered our general lending. policy 
in any wav during the year, and have con- 
tinued to deal with all new business offering 
in accordance with the principles I indicated 
to you last year. 


MAY BARN LOANS. 


While on this subject, I should lke to 
mention particularly a branch of our business 
which we have been developing during the 
year. but which is not yet so well known 
amongst farmers as it ought to be. I refer 
to the Corporation’s special scheme for loans 
for the erection of hav barns and other 
permanent buildings. We have recent}y made 
two important changes in this scheme: 
reducing the inspection fee payable by 
borrowers from three guineas to two guineas, 
and extending the period of repayment from 
20 years to 25 years, so as to give tlie 
borrower the benefit of a smaller half-yearly 
payment. Our scheme is now materially the 
same as that previously operated by the 
Board of Works, and is simplicity itself. 
Our scheme applies only where the estimated 
cost of the building exceeds £60. or where 
the borrower asks to be allowed a period of 
repayment exceeding 12 years. ‘The essence 
of the scheme is that the Corporation's own 
specifications must be adopted, and that the 
borrower must pay for one inspection of the 
finished structure, the inspection being 
carried out by the Corporation’s own 
technical expert. Our specifications are 
practically identical with those of the 
Board of Works, and are designed to 
ensure that the borrower will have a 
tealPby lasting building constructed with 
sound materials. The security required is a 
first charge on the borrower's holding. and, 
since hay barn loans rarely exceed £400, the 
whole transaction can be put through very 
simply and cheaplv, taking advantage of the 
Agricultural Credit Acts of 1928 and 1929. 
The expenses are deducted from the loan at 
the time it is issued. On a £100 loan under 
this scheme the hali-yearly payment is 
£3 18s. 9d. 

Our half-yearly collections of loan instal- 
ments have been again satisfactory, though, 
as was to he expected owing to the larger 
totals involved, they were rather slower than 
in 1929. In the May collection 80.5 per cent. 
of the horrowers had paid punctually on or 
before the due date, 95.9 per cent. within a 
fortnight: after the. due date, and 98.4 per 
cent. within a month after the due date.

THE DEPRESSION. 


Much has been said during the year con. 
cerning the depression in agriculture. . The 
depression is not, of course, confined to this 
country, nor is it confined to agriculture: it 
is world-wide in scope, and it has affected 
practically every branch of production, Fé. 
origin must be traced in the main to financia| 
factors—factors whose influence was foreseen 
some years back by many financial observers 
There has now been a more or less continuous 
fall in the general level of commodity prices 
since 1924. This movement. is-symptomatic of 
an international monetary deflation that has 
been taking place since the general return to 
the. gold standard. it has been due primarily 
to: an insufficiency in the gold supply relative 
to the requirements of the Central Banks oí 
the world.. These are factors beyond the 
power of any one country or any single in.

PHENOMENAL RESISTANCE of 
cake MEAT PRICES. 


There are, however, certain aspects of the 
situation which are encouraging as regards the 
position of the Irish farmer. Most notable is 
the fact that-the fall in wholesale prices has 
affected food products considerably less than 
industrial materials. “This is. particularly true 
of animal food products, in which the Irish 
farmer is mainly interested. The position in 
this respect is shown in the following table, 
based on the Sawerbeck-Statist 
numbers :—

It will be seen that, as compared ‘with 
1924, the average fall in foodstuffs and 
materials has been approximately the same. 
Since 1928 the fall has been less in agricul- 
tural products on the whole. The resistance 
to the general downward trend has come 
mainly from the animal food group, despite 
the slump in butter. The average fall in 
this group since 1924 is less than half the 
fall in the materials category; as compared 
with 1928 the fall is only 114 per cent., as 
against a decline of nearly 2 per cent. in 
materials, As compared with 1913 the con- 
trast is even more striking. Animal food 
products are now 28.7 per cent. above the 
1913 level on the average, whereas industrial 
materials are 2.3 per cent. lower. The 
strength of meat ptices has been, in fact, 
one of the most remarkable features of the 
slump, and the present position suggests that 
farmers might be unwise to reckon on the 
existing level of live-stock prices being 
maintained. At the present time wholesale 
meat prices are at a higher level in relaticn 
to the general price level than they have 
been in any year since the middle of last 
century. On the other hand, grain-growers 
have felt. the full force of the depression, as 
is indicated in the table. The vegetable food 
group (comprising mainly cereals) has 
slumped more feavily than industrial 
materials on a comparison with either 1928 
or 1924, and is now less than five per cent. 
above the 1913 level. 

Thus, if production costs all round had 
fallen commensurately with the fall in the 
general price level, the Irish meat producer 
would be better off than he was ever within 
living memory. 
grain-grower would still be in a depressed 
condition. 


THE OUTLOOK. 


It would be unwise to look for a general 
upward movement in prices in the near 
future. If a recovery does come, it is bound 
to be a gradual process extending over some 
years, The next few years will probably he 
a period of readjustment of values in har- 
mony with the lower level of wholesale 
prices. The farmer may, therefore, reason- 
ably look forward to a scaling down of costs 
of production, such as took place in the few 
years following 1921. Direct production 
costs have, in fact, already fallen to some 
extent, thus mitigating the effects of the de- 
pression. A reduction in overhead expenses 
will be a much more difficult problem. De- 
flation of national and local tax rates !s 
always a slow process. Almost every farmer 
in the country, however, has it in his power 
to help himself out of the present depression 
by increasing his turnover, thus spreading 
his overhead expenses and lowering his unit 
costs of production, This is particularly true 
of the dairying industry. It would be a 
‘national disaster if farmers. were to be 
stampeded out of milk production by the 
panicky statements that have recently heen 
circulating. There are very few tarmers 
supplying milk to a creamery who could not 
make up most, if not the whole, ol the fall 
in milk prices by rationalising their produ 
tion : by working up the average milk viel 
per cow, by improving the carrying cape’ 
city of their land through grass manurins 
and tillage, by increasing the number ©!

BIG FREE STATE BEET 
CROP.

(From A CorRESPONDENT.) 

This year’s beet crop has turned out un- 
expectedly well, and it is probable that the 
total tonnage will exceed that of last year. 
While this is all to the good, as far as the 
grower is concerned, it means that the 
Carlow factory will have to work at full 
capacity until the end of January in order 
to deal with the crop. , 

MECHANICAL BEET TOPPERS. 

A demonstration of mechanical devices for 
harvesting and cultivating the } crop was 
held recently at Sprowston, near Norwich, : 
in England. According to the accounts we 
have seen® the combined lifters and toppers 
were not very satisfactory. What did 
apparently impress all observers was the work 
of the small motor horse-hoes—this : imple- 
ment will cultivate between much narrower 
drills, and, by cross cultivation, do away with 
the expensive practice of gapping and hand- 
hoeing. The opinion was expressed that on ! 
a twenty-acre break the cost of the machine 
would be saved in one season. Another 
aid which has been developed to a .satis- 
factory standard is the mechanical loader. 
The English Sugar Beet Review says that 
unless the Railway companies provide 
mechanical loaders at the sidings, they will 
lose year by year more of the beet traffic. 
The same applies to this country, as the 
delays and time lost at the loading banks 
is driving many growers to adopt road 
transport. 

THE OXFORD PROCESS. 

The Oxford process which was supposed 
to have developed a system by which the 
beet cossetts could be dried and stored, and 
the manufacture of sugar from them carried 
on through the year, seems to have failed to 
qualify as a success. A few years ago great 
hopes were held out that this system was 
going to revolutionise the sugar beet industry, 
and a factory was established at Eynsham o 
operate the system, The Enysham factory 
is now being closed down—a perusal of their 
balance sheet shows ample justification for 
this action.
